The three upper floors of Norman L.
Munro's publishing house, at er

aticet, were gutted this morn-

ing by tire. The loss will aggregate
nbout I75.COO or $80,000, cud 230 people
are temporcrlly thrown out of employ-
ment.

The building Is a seven-stor- y brlik
structure, with n mansard roof, and ad-

joins Grammar School No. 1. It runs
back 100 feet to Schultz alley, a nar-
row thoroi ghfnre running oft Hague
sttoet.

The Are broke out about 6 13 o'clock,
and, although there were two watchmen
in the bulldlnK, It Is said they knew
nothing of the Hrc until after the alarm
was sent out.

Publisher Munro occupied the first,
second, thlid, tlfth and seventh lloois.
The oH1ch are on the ground door, and
the presses are on the second and third.
